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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention:

The species are independent or distinct because Embodiments 1 and 2 require that the plurality 
of media be views and previews. Embodiment 1 requires storing views and previews of content, 
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while embodiment 2 requires converting views to previews. Embodiments 3 and 4 require ID 
transmitting sections to transmit IDs of played-back media to the server. Embodiments 5 and 17 
require that the plurality of media be views and advertising media. Embodiments 6 and 7 require 
that the plurality of media be broadband media and narrowband media. Embodiment 6 requires 
storing broadband media and narrowband media, while embodiment 7 requires converting 
broadband media to narrowband media. Embodiments 8 and 9 require that the plurality of media 
be composed of color media and black-and-white media. Embodiment 8 requires storing the 
color media and black-and-white media, while embodiment 9 requires converting the color 
media to black-and-white media. Embodiment 14 requires changing a charge based on a time 
from a point at which the list information was transmitted until a request is sent from the client, 
while embodiments 15 and 16 require changing a charge based on a time from a point at which 
the preview was transmitted until a request is sent from the client. Embodiments 19 and 20 
require user information transmitting sections to transmit user information for determining a 
user's account balance. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic.
